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Mayor English vows not toraise taxes despite federal cuts 


The Elba City Council met in 
regular session on Monday 
afternoon, August 11, at City Hall 
and heard Mayor Bob English 
pledge to cut back wherever possible 
‘when pianning the city’s budget for 
the coming year in an.attempt to 
prevent the addition of any taxes. 

“I will talk to all department 


heads as I work on the budget and 
together we will tty to find places to 
cut back in order to save money,”’ 
English said. ‘‘Right now we are 
planning to hold a public auction to 
get rid of some city vehicles not 
needed, and in coming weeks cuts 
will also be discussed in all city 
departments. The citizens of Elba 


can, and will, get first quality service 
from the various city departments; 
however, cuts will have to be made 
to balance out the loss in funds due 
to federal cutbacks. 

“I don’t think the people of Elba 
want to pay any more taxes, and by 
cutting back on items and services 
not essential to everyday use this can 


be accomplished. Next year’s 
budget will be lean, but it will be one 
we can all live with," 

The bi-monthly meeting began at 
5:00, with all members present 
except John W. Sharpless. Present

Group of upset parents meet with Elba City School Board 


The Elba City School Board 
gathered at S p.m. Thursday for their 
regular monthly meeting and were 
greeted by 14 upset parents. These 
parents of high school students had a 
complaint, and when they indicated 
it involved a particular teacher, 
Chairman Bill Cowart noted the law 
required such matters be discussed 
in executive session. 

A 45-minute session with the 
parents bringing the complaint 
appeared to be successful. As the 
parents were leaving their faces had 
lost the tense look and it had been 
replaced with smiles and repeated 
thanks to the board members.

Emergency loans are no 
longer available to applicants that 
can get credit elsewhere or that are 
larger than family size. 

Major adjustment loans and 
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applicant must continue in farming 
and meet the following eligibility 
requirements: 

1, An individual must be a citizen 
or if an entity applicant, 50 percent 
or more of the members must be 
citizens. 

2. The applicant must be an 
established farmer as defined by 
regulations. 

3. The applicant must operate in 
a disaster area, 

4. The applicant must have 
suffered a qualifying loss based upon 
the disaster, This is a 30 percent 
reduction in production of a single 
enterprise. 

5. The applicant must have the 
legal capacity to contract the loan. 

6. The applicant must have the 
training and experience to carry out 
the proposed operation. 

7. The applicant must honestly 
endeavor to carry out the obligations 
of the loan. 

8. The applicant must operate as 
a family size farm, 

9. The applicant must show an 


expenses, purchase of machinery 
and equipment, livestock, refinanc- 
ing secured and unsecured annual 
operating type debts, paying a 
secured creditor up to 20 percent of 
the market value of his security or 20 
percent of the debt, whichever is 
less. 

The proposed operation must 
show the ability to cash flow all debts 
and be considered secured, Richey 
stated that EM actual loss loans 
carry an interest rate of 5S percent on 
the first $100,000 and 8 percent on 
any additional amount up to 
$500,000. Actual loss loans are 
generally repayable in one to seven 
years, depending upon the use of the 
funds, life of the security, and the 
applicant's repayment ability.

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Alabama still doesn’t have a Democratic candidate for governor. We don’t 
expect one this time next week either. That thing will drag around in court 
until even the candidate who finally gets the nod won’t be satisfied. Last 
week an out-of-state ‘‘friend’’ presented me with a picture of an Alabama 
Democrat. We will not reprint it here, but here is a brief word picture for our 
readers. The mule was a composite of two mules and neither part contained 
the head end of the mule. 


The Alabama Health Department announced last week they were 
discontinuing inspections of restaurants and delaying other matters normal 
for the health department. All this is due to the shortage of state money to 
fund the various departments. We fail to understand how this will save any 
money. The employees who make these inspections will continue t: zet their 
paychecks ... hope. Now what are they going to do for this salary if not do 
the job they are hired to do. It must be another political ploy to force the 
lawmakers to pass a tax. 


While on the matter of taxes, we have two suggestions to improve the tax 
coffers. One would be to collect sales tax on items purchased from 
out-of-state mail order houses. Several! states have entered into agreements 
to collect these taxes and it is working. Another area is to make those of who 
collect the sales tax send it all to the state. There is no exact way to assign 
sales tax to portions of a dollar to come up with the anointed four-cent state 
tax and whatever county or city tax we must pay. Some stores make 
thousands of dollars on this very fact. We have routinely paid 4 cents on a 
50-cent purchase at some stores. This would give them an 8-cent payment on 
sales tax and they only send the state and city 6 cents. We saw an-estimate 
one time that would boggle your mind on this total statewide on all stores. 
We would need a state law for both of these, but then we are already paying 
lawmakers to do just that. 


Coffee County is charging some folks one thing, others another thing and 
some nothing. This is the status of the collections to use the county landfill 
for household garbage. Enterprise s getting by with charging residents only 
50 cents and keeping a dime of that for themselves. Elba is paying 75 cents 
per household and county residents are paying nothing! No person has been 
able to fully explain this - but it ain’t right. We are willing to pay our way. 
but we are not willing to pay your way also. We would like to know this 
checkerboard has been allowed to exist. A closing comment is our 
observation that the county landfill/garbage collection has been an utter 
failure since it began under mandate of the federal goverament. We have 
watched it from the first federal grant and it has been terrible. 


There is a federal drug law that allows seizure ot property used in drug deals 
or purchased with profits from drug sales. It has raised havoc with accused 
drug dealers as they have seen homes, boats, farms, and other major 
investments taken by the government and sold, Now in New York they have 
taken another step. Cars driven by purchasers of drugs are being seized 
under the same law. This means if you buy a ‘‘nickel bag’’ or whatever they 
call it, you might better walk the last mile to the hot-spot and keep walking for 
another mile. . . that is, if you have a decent car and don’t want some of us 
straights bragging about the bargain we got in a government car auction. 


Vice President George Bush is presently the leading Republican candidate 
for the nomination as the next president. We thought this all along, but now 
voters in Michigan have confirmed the fact. As they went to the polls last 
week to name delegates to a convention, the Bush supporters took a 
commanding lead. We had frankly been a bit concerned that TV preacher Pat 
Robertson might have enough exposure to the public (and donated money) to 
mess this up, but he came in kinda behind. We have watched as many white 
politicians have taken Jessie Jackson's political success to mean you can win 
if you wave a Bible and mention God a few times. Now we see that ain’t 
always so and are a bit relieved. Our relief is in both the political area and the 
religious department. We don't want to confuse the two at all. If you are 
talking politics, talk politics and do so without trying to convince us you are 
ordained by God to take your political position. Conversely, if you are going 
to preach, keep your personal politics out of the pulpit. Be involved - but 
don’t reveal a vested interest in the outcome.

New Equipment Expands Services 
Offered By Dr. Thomas Konicke 


Dr. Thomas P. Konicke, the 
newest member of the medical staff 
at Elba General Hospital and 
Nursing Home is proud to announce 
that the installation of $65,000 of 
equipment has been completed. His 
newly established office is located on 
Drayton Street, in front of the 
hospital and is once again open 
following a temporary closure to 
allow the new equipment to be 
properly installed. 


The new equipment includes 
IBMAT and XT computers, a 
Toshiha portable computer and 


several pieces of sophisticated 
laboratory devices, The lab 
instruments include: a Clay Adams 
QBC II System Reader, a Refloton, 
an EKG machine, a defiborillator, a 
tonometer and an audiometer. 

The computer systems will be 
used to store patient information 
such as medications, diagnosis, 
billing and insurance filings. In 
addition, they will be beneficial in 
simplifying appointment scheduling, 

The QBC reader is a hematology 
(blood) screening device providing 
information about blood 
components. Within three minutes 
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of testing various chemical 
components found in the blood can 
be analyzed by the Refloton. 

The EKG machine provides 
electrocardiograms (a readout of 
heart functions) while the defibralla- 
tor monitors heart rhythms. The 
tonometer provides glaucoma 
screening and the audiometer checks 
for hearing impairment. 

With the addition of this new 
equipment, Dr. Konicke will be able 
to better meet the needs of his 
patients. A hospital spokesperson 
explained, ‘‘This is another example 
of our continuing dedication to 
providing the quality medical 
services we know 
deserves.” 

A Fellow in the American 
Academy of Family Physicians, Dr. 
Physicians, In addition, Dr. 
Konicke is an affiliate faculty 
member of the American Heart 
Association. He is a participating 
physician (PMD) for Blue Cross and 
Medicare and accepts assignment on 
all Medicare claims.

CHRYSANTHEMUM CARE 

Take care of your 
chrysanthemums now for beautiful 
blooms. Seporia leafspot is the main 
disease of these flowers. It causes 
the lower leaves to become spotted 
and finally turn brown. Severe 
infestation by the disease reduces 
plant vigor and results in few flowers 
of poor quality. 

Control seporia leafspot by 
spraying every 10 to 12 days with a 
fungicide such as Benlate or Maneb. 

Aphids and spider mites feed on 
chrysanthemum leaves by sucking 
juices from the plant. These can be 
controlled with Malathion or 
Diazinon. 


LANDSCAPE TIPS 
Spider mites can be a real pest on 

many ornamental plants, especially 
during hot, dry periods. Look for 
mottled, off-color foliage and small 
webbing in the axils of some leaves 
or stems. Check for spider mites on 
landscape plants by tapping some of 
the lower foliage over a white hand- 
kerchief or a piece of paper. If 
reddish or dark-colored dots begin to 
move around on the white surface, 
it's spider mites. They can be 
controlled with Kelthane, 

Summer annuals can be 
rejuvenated by dead-heading which 
is removing spent flower blooms. 
Combined with a regular watering 
pest control and a monthly fertilizer 
application, dead-heading helps 
keep plants attractive all summer.

A BILL TO BE ENTITLED AN ACI 


Relating to Coffee County; 
authorizing the Coffee County 
Commission to levy an additional 
county privilege, license, or excise 
tax on the sale, distribution, storage, 
use or other consumption of tobacco 
and certain tobacco products in such 
county; providing for the collection 
and enforcement of the tax, and 
distribution of the proceeds therefor; 
providing for an _ advisory 
referendum on the issue of adding 
such additional county tax; pre- 
scribing misdemeanor penalties 
against those who violate the 
provisions of this act; and construing 
that the provisions of this act are 
cumulative. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE 
LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 

Section 1. The Coffee County 
Commission is hereby authorized to 
impose upon every person, firm, or 
corporation who sells, stores, 
delivers, uses or otherwise consumes 
tobacco or certain tobacco products 
in Coffee County a county privilege, 
license or excise tax in the following 
amounts: 

(a) Five cents ($0.05) for each 
package of cigarettes, made of 
tobacco or any substitute therefor. 

(b) Two cents ($0.02) for each 
cigar of any description made of 
tobacco or any substitute therefor. 

(c) Two cents ($0.02) for each 


sack, can, package, or other 
container of smoking tobacco, 
including granulated, plug cut, 


crimp cut, ready rubbed, and other 
kinds and forms of tobacco which are 
prepared in such manner as to be 
suitable for smoking in a pipe or 
cigarette. 

(d) Three cents ($0.03) for each 
sack, plug, package, or other 
container of chewing tobacco, which 
tobacco is prepared in such manner 
as to be suitable for chewing only 
and not suitable for smoking as 
described in subsection (c) of this 
section. 

(e) Three cents ($0.03) for each 
can, bottle, glass, tumbler package, 
or other container of snuff made of 
tobacco or any substitute therefor. 

Said privilege, license or excise 
tax shall be in addition to all other 


federal, state or local taxes 
heretofore imposed by law. 
Provided, however, when the 


license tax hereby required to be 
paid shall have been paid by a 
wholesaler or seller of cigarettes, 
cigars, snuff, smoking tobacco and 
like tobacco products, such payment 
shall be sufficient, the intent being 
that such license tax hereby required 
to be paid shall be paid but once on 
each package of cigarettes and on 
each cigar. 

Section 2. (a) Upon adoption of a 
resolution by the Coffee County 
Commission, every person, firm, 
corporation, club, or association that 
sells or stores or receives for the 
purpose in Coffee County any 
cigarettes, cigars, snuff, smoking 
tobacco and like tobacco products 
shall add the amount of the license or 
privilege tax levied and assessed 
herein to BG pee of the cigarettes, 
cigars, snuff, smoking tobacco 

roducts, it being the purpose and 

intent of this provision that the tax 
levied is, in fact, a levy on the 
consumer with the person, firm, 
corporation, club or association, who 
sells or stores or receives for the 
purpose of distributing the cigar- 
ettes, cigars, snuff, smoking tobacco 
and like tobacco products, acting 
merely as agent for the collection of 
the tax. The dealer, storer, or 
distributor shall state the amount of 
the tax separately from the price of 
the cigarettes, cigars, snuff, 
smoking tobacco and like tobacco 
products, on all price display signs, 
sales or delivery slips. bills and 
Statements which advertise or 
indicate the price of the cigarettes, 
cigars. snuff, smoking tobacco and 
like tobacco products. 

(b) Prior to adopting such 
resolution provided for in Section 2 
(a), the said commission shall first 
call for a non-binding advisory 
referendum on the question of 
imposing the additional county tax 
on cigarettes and tobacco products 
as described by this act. Said 
election shall be held and conducted 
as nearly as possible in the same way 
as county-wide elections and shall be 
held on the same day as the next 
Special, primary, state or county- 
wide election, next following 
passage on this act. Notice of the 
election shall be given by the judge 
of probate of Coffee County, which 
notice shall be published once a 
week for three successive weeks 
before the day of the election. On 
the ballots to be used at the election, 
the proposition to be voted on shall 
be stated substantially as follows: 
“Do you favor the local law levying 
an additional cigarette and tobacco 
products tax? Yes( ) No( )," 

Section 3. It shall be unlawful for 
any dealer, storer or distributor 
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‘engaged in or continuing in Coftee 
County in the business for which the 
tax is hereby levied to fail or refuse 
to add to the price and collect from 
the purchaser the amount due on 
account of the tax herein provided or 
to refund or offer to refund all or part 
of the amount collected or absorb or 
advertise directly or indirectly the 
absorption of the tax or any portion 
thereof. Any person, firm, 
corporation, club or association 
violating any of the provisions of this 
section shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
shall be fined not more than one 
hundred dollars ($100.00) or 
imprisoned in the county jail for not 
more than sixty days or both such 
fine and imprisonment. Each act in 
violation of this section shall 
constitute a separate offense. 

(a) The proceeds from the tax 
hereby authorized, less the actual 
cost of collection not to exceed five 
per centum (5%) shall be paid by the 
State department of revenue to the 
Coffee County Commission, on a 
quarterly basis, and all revenue, less 
five per centum (5%) for the Coffee 
County General Fund, will be 
expended within ten (10) days to the 
Coffee County Firefighters Associa- 
tion Incorporation, for funding 
county wide fire protection. 

(b) For any member fire depart- 
ment of the Coffee County 
Firefighters Association to receive 
any type of funding that might be 
acquired by the Association or 
mandated by law or appropriated to 
the Coffee County Firefighters 
Association, each member fire 
department of said Association must 
meet certain standards and criteria. 
Eligibility of member fire 
department for any type of funding 
that may be acquired in any way by 
the Association is strictly contingent 
upon compliance with these criteria, 
which are set out below: 

1. Fire Department must be a 
member of the Association in good 
standing. 

2. Fire Department must have a 
representative on the Board of 
Directors. 

3. Fire Department must be able 
to furnish monthly fire reports to the 
Association, 

4. Member fire department must 
be a certified fire department, with 
the Alabama Forestry Commission 
and or the State of Alabama. Any 
new departments will have a one (1) 
year probation period to become 
certified. Failure to do so within one 
(1) year will void funding through the 
Associaton, 

5. Fire Departments must be 
incorporated, or fall under the 
jurisdiction of a municipality, must 
be organized with a Constitution and 
Bylaws on file. 

6. Fire Departments must have 
regular meetings for business and 
training. 

7. Fire Departments must 
maintain a set of operating books for 
income and expenditures. 

8. Fire Departments must furnish 
phone numbers so fire units can be 
reached day or night. 

9, A representative from each fire 
department must attend at least 
three (3) of the four (4) quarterly 
Board of Directors meetings during 
the year and also the annual meeting 
each year, 

10. Each member fire department 
of the Association must meet all 
qualifications established and 
approved by the Board of Directors 
of the Association in order to qualify 
for county funding or any other type 
of funding acquired by the 
Association, 

11. Each member fire department 
receiving County funds or any other 
funding from the Association will be 
required to follow the Alabama State 
Bid Law. 

12. Each member fire department 
receiving County funds will be 
required to furnish the Association's 
Treasurer with copies of receipts for 
firefighting equipment, gas, and all 
other items purchased with County 
funds, 

13, Fire Departments shall not use 
funds acquired by or through the 
Association to pay compensation to 
its members, 

(c) All funds acquired by the 
Association shall be divided equally 
among all qualified member fire 
departments and the Association, 
(Association to receive a share to be 
held in an emergency reserve.) 


1, Member fire department must 
satisfy all requirements at the time 
funds are made available for 
distribution, 

2. After receiving funds, member 
fire department must keep accurate 
records to verify that County funds 
were expended on fire department 
operation, equipment purchase, and 
repairs. 

3. Association share of funds 
shall be invested in interest-bearing 
accounts, to be determined by the 
Board of Directors. These funds are 
for loans, interest-free, to member 
fire departments for pal ac 
repairs ONLY, and must be RE 
by the department out of the next 
year's funds. 

4. Authorization to borrow 
emergency funds must be approved 
by a majority of the Board of 


Directors. 
5. After a savings of $5,000.00 
has been accumulated, the 


Association share is to be divided 
among member Fire Departments, 
all above $5,000.00 shall be divided 
equally among the member fire 
departments, 

6. On dissolution of a member 
fire department, all equipment and 
other items purchased with County 
funds shall become the property of 
the Coffee County Firefighters 
Association, 

(d) The Coffee County Fire- 
fighters Association will not have or 
issue shares of stock. No dividend 
will be paid, and no part of the 
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income of this Corporation will be 
distributed to its general members, 


directors, or officers. The 
Corporation may not pay com- 
pensation to general members, 


directors or officers for service 
rendered. Nor may compensation be 
paid indirectly, as for instance, 
through member fire department. 
Compensation shall not be deemed 
to include expenses and 
reimbursements, unless voted on by 
the Board of Directors. 

(e) The Coffee County Fire- 
fighters Association will make no 
loans to any of its directors, officers 
or general members. 

(f) No member or incorporator of 
the Coffee County Firefighters 
Association may have any vested 
right, interest. or privilege of. in or 
to the assets, functions, affairs or 
franchises of this Corporation, or any 
right, interest or privilege if 
membership ceases or while he or 
she is not in good standing. 

1. Expelled members shall have 
no property rights to assets of the 
Corporation. 

2. On dissolution, assets of this 
Corporation remaining after the 
payment or discharge of all liabilities 
of the Corporation, the return, 
transfer or conveyance of assets held 
on conditions requiring the same, 
and the transfer or conveyance of 
assets received, shall be distributed 
as provided by law. 

Section 4. The tax hereby 
authorized shall be paid by affixing 
stamps as is required for the 
payment of the tax imposed by 
Section 40-25-1 through Section 
40-25-28, Code of Alabama 1975. 
The state department of revenue 
shall have the same duties relative to 
the preparation and sale of stamps to 
evidence the payment of such tax 
that it has relative to the preparation 
and sale of stamps under those 
sections and may exercise the same 
powers and perform the same duties 
in the same manner relative to the 
collection of the tax hereby levied 
that it does relative to the collection 
of that tax. 

Section 5. The state department 
of revenue is hereby authorized to 
promulgate and enforce rules and 
regulations to effectuate the purpose 
of this act. All such rules and 
regulations duly promulgated shall 
have force and effect of law. 

Section 6, All laws, and rules and 
regulations of the department of 
revenue, relating to the manner and 
time of payment of the tax levied by 
Section 40-25-1 through Section

amended, requiring reports from 
dealers and prescribing penalties for 
violations shall apply with equal 
force to the tax levied by this act as 
fully set out herein. 

Section 7. (a) None of the 
provisions of this act shall be applied 
in such manner as to be in violation 
of the commerce or other clauses of 
the federal or state constitution, 

(b) This statue shall not be 
construed to apply to cigarettes, 
cigars, snuff, smoking tobacco and 
like tobacco products stored by a 
wholesaler dealer for the purpose of 
resale or reshipment outside of such 
counties which are actually resold or 
reshipped. 

Section 8. The provisions of this 
act are severable. If any part of the 
act is declared invalid or 
unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which 
remains. 

Section 9.'The provisions of this 
act shall be construed in pari materia 
with any and all other provisions of 
law, or parts of law, relating to taxes, 
tobacco products or firefighting 
departments; provided, however, 
that all laws or parts of laws which 
are in direct conflict herewith are 
hereby repealed. 

Section 10. This act shall become 


effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the 
Governor, or upon its otherwise

Would you go for medical 


treatment to a person who was not 
licensed to practice medicine? 
Would you take a prescription to be 
filled to a person not licensed as a 
pharmacist?

What 
possibly can be more important than 
the molding of this new life. Parents 
are given the impressive job of 
preparing this new person for the 
adult world in which they must live 
and survive. Eighteen years seems a 
long time but, when we consider that 
all the preparation for the adult life is 
learned during these years, itis buta 
few moments, Sure parents will 
make mistakes but, this is only 
natural, After all, all of us are human 
and it follows then that none of us 
are perfect. Parents cannot and 
should not expect to be perfect and 
should not expect to raise a perfect 
child, One of the most important 
things that parents must realize is 
that they must not be afraid of 
imperfection, Their children must 
also learn this same lesson, To be 
human in itself is to be imperfect.

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Nursing Home Spotlight 


This week, the week of August 
14, 1986, our Very Special Person at 
the Elba Nursing Home is one of the 


finest, sweetest and kindest 
gentlemen you'll ever meet 
anywyhere - Mr. Joseph Jefferson 
McKenzie. 


in conversing with Mr. Joseph, 
his two sons, one daughter and a 
daughter-in-law, we correctly 
surmised that he is the patriarch of a 
very close-knit and loving family, 
whose members are most supportive 
and loyal to one another. 

Mr. Joseph is a handsome rosy- 
cheeked gentleman with clear skin, 
blue eyes, and once-black hair which 
is now almost entirely white 
sprinkled with gray. 

When we visited him, he was 
wearing blue pajamas and we 
commented how nice he looked, to 
which he so sweetly and humbly 
replied, ‘‘Thank you.”’ 

This is something we've noticed 
in our visits to the nursing home with 
these dear people -- they are so 
gentle and polite, very courteous, so 
appreciative of the smallest act of 
kindness. You know, I think it is 
inborn in them, just an innate 
genteel quality of their generation of 
people, to be genuinely and naturally 
polite and kind. 

Mr. Joseph was born May 24, 
1895, in the little town of Westville, 
Fla., located in Holmes County. He 
was one of 10 sons and one daughter 
born to Mr. and Mrs. Thomas 
Jefferson McKenzie. Mrs. 
McKenzie was the former Miss 
Perry Lee Jones. 

The nine brothers and one sister, 
all of whom are deceased, are: 

Minnie Ola, John William, 
Andrew Jackson, Thomas Harris, 
Matthew James, Thomas Lee, 
Daniel Sanford, Marty Lioyd, and 
twin brothers, unnamed, who died as 
infants. 

On November 11, 1914, Mr. 
Joseph wed Miss Eloise Hazeltine 
Simmons, who was born in Coffee 
County. She was one of nine 
children - two boys and seven girls - 
born to Mr. and Mrs. 
William Simmons. Mrs. Simmons 
was the former Jinsy Caroline 
Alefree Donie Powell. 

The two brothers and six sisters 
of Miss Eloise are: 

Esker Simmons, Samson; Elzie 
Simmons, who is now deceased, but 
lived in Ocoee, Fla.; Lizzie Chancey, 
who is now deceased, but was living

She is 
a retired waitress and the mother of 
three children.

Dewey W., now deceased, lived 
on Rt. 1, New Brockton. He was 
retired from Sessions Oil Mill and 
was married to the former Ada Mae 
Driggers, a New Brockton native.

We asked William if his father or 
mother was the strict one of the 
family and he quickly replied, 
‘Daddy was the one -- he was sort of 
strict on us children.’’ 

Later we spoke with Max's wife 
Janet, and asked her to see if Max 
agreed with that. She laughed and 
said, ‘I don't have to ask him - I've 
heard him say that many times!"’ 
And she went on to elaborate: 
‘Although Mr. McKenzie was strict, 
none of the children ever thought for 
one minute that he didn't love them. 
He disciplined them with love and 
fairness, ' she said, quoting Max. 

Janet also related that ‘‘Max 
recalls people saying to him about 
his father: ‘Mr. McKenzie was a 
good, moral man, a good Christian 
man. 

Janet remembers a prayer that 
Mr. Joseph always prayed at 
mealtimes. She said, ‘‘It was a 
beautiful prayer and a meaningful 
one. | wish I had written it down, but 
I didn’t, and now I’m unable to 
remember it.’’ But she remembers 
that she was impressed and moved 
by the prayer. She laughed and said, 
‘It was sorta long, and sometimes 
some of the family would tease him 
about the length of it, and shortening 
it, but he never changed it.’’ 

She also told us, ‘You'd have to 
know Mr. and Mrs. McKenzie to 
realize what fine people they were. 
Mr. McKenzie was a very well 
self-educated man. He was real 
good with words and had a wide 
vocabulary. He was very good in 
spelling also.’’ 

Max and William had high words 
of praise for their father. They both 
said, ‘‘He was a real friendly man - 
he was friends with everybody. He 
was good to his neighbors - he liked 
to talk. He was a hard worker and a 
good provider.” 


And, Mr. Joseph had these very 
wise words to say about friends and 
friendship: “You don't lose 
anything by being a friend. You 
can’t ever have too many friends."’ 
We agree with you wholeheartedly, 
Mr. Joseph!

He also told us that Christmas was 
his favorite holiday and food -- just 
anything, good ole Southern cookin 
is his dish. He loves anvthing Pr 
never grumbles about his food. His 
hobbies were ‘‘working with flowers, 
playing the harmonica and making 
and using his sling shots,"’ 
Something funny Janet related to 
us was that Mr. Joseph would take 
his meals with different members of 
the family before coming to the 
nursing home. One day at dinner, 
then athuppe and at dinner the next

Another warm memory of Janet's 
is that of ‘eating parched peanuts on 
a cold winter’s night that Mr. 
McKenzie had cooked over the old 
pot bellied wood stove. They were so 
good she remembers. 

Mr. Joseph is a member of 
Goodman Assembly of God Church. 

He was admitted to the nursing 
home here on November 6, 1984, 
moving to Elba from the Wiregrass 
Nursing Home in Geneva. His room- 
mate is that sweetheart of a gentle- 
man whom we met a couple of 
months ago, Mr. Zeanus Hudson. 

| hope that I captured the essence 
of Mr. Joseph for you and I do hope 
through visiting and reading about 
him and his long and exemplary life 
that you readers will be blessed and 
touched by this encounter as | was, 
and that we'll all make a greater 
effort to visiti the nursing home 
today!!
